alightest prosptsct of thoir acquiring the 
■works. Tho council and tho public are 
oppoflud to it for tliu oxcelknit ronsou that 
':. v.'iD spite of Ihoingeuioualy compiled figures 
of Mesara. Turner Booton it ia clear that 
the works pay a pri)tit,aiid that that profit 
in capable of great cx])aiision. The prnpoaers 
claim that there was a deficit of §4031) last 
year. Let us soo how far that Btateuieut 
can be sustained by official facta and 
figures:

From this last tulul -1 was i)aid iiitu 
the bank tufiiiikinj^ fund accuuiit and a.s 
it reduces thu liability of tlui city by ex- 
actly that amount how can it bo aotduwii 
aa ft deficit? Yet the proposers do not 
heaitate to do that. They go further and 
claim that tho 3uni of §7515 paid out of 
tho civic rovonuo for lillors, pipes, etc., is 
ehargeablo as a deficit when, in ru- 
.ality, it ia an iuvefltinent made to im- 
prove and oxtend tho capacity of the 
works and enable them to yield a still 
larger revenue. There is no reason, aa 
our correspondenta assert, that this 
should be a constantly recurring 
expense in order to run the 
works efl'ecLively. It ia really an ex 
traordinary outlay v.-hicli inr.y not bu 
Beceasary again for years, Tho bidancu 
at the bank to the credit of the city on 
water works account is §35, 977. This 
amount will be increnaed by $5,714 at the 
closo of thu year, making a total of §41,- 
691. The loans liaTO 14 years to run 
when the bonds will be met and the in- 
terest and sinking fund will then di8a[)- 
pear forever from the account. By that 
date, if the town shall have grown iis rap- 
idly aa it has in the past two years, the 
revenue should be at least §75,000, or a 
sum that almost equals the present en- 
tiro rovonuo of the city, Is not this 
splendid propeity worth preserving and 
handing down as a birthright to the rate- 
payers who will occupy this theatre of 
action 14 years hence? To impress ou 
people's minds tho wonderful elasticity of 
the revenue derived from the water works 
it is only necessary to quote ofhcial 
figures for the past three years:

?he water comnaiasiooer estimates the 
rerenuo for the current year at between

We must be excused 
if we tell the proposerg that the sum thoy 
ofifer is too ridiculously small to waste 
thought upon; and that if they were to 
raise it to §600,000 it would still bo a 
question whether, in the interoat of pos- 
terity, it should not be, like "rejected 
addresses, " "declined with thanks."

Those holes, Tiowovor, aro now stopped 
up with cobble-slonos, btit before this 
was <lon(! thoro woro many mishaps; 
tho laniliH, in a spirit of invo.stigatioii, 
ofloii Hipi(ur/od through tho holes to sen 
wlioi-o llioy led, :uid full to tho dopt.h.'i 
bolow, a dislanco of oi<^lit or ten feet. 

At either end of tho fold there -aro 
rooms with floe panels and furnlshod 
with oakon book-cn.ses and tables; Tho 
intonlion of tho builders was to inako 
libraries of these rooni.s; but tho sheep 
in tho nark, thourjh thoy do a n;reat 
of thinkinir, and no doubt at times 
hold louir conversations with one an- 
othor, or with Shop, their giiardian, 
don't cnro much for readingi' and don't 
rotiuire any books.

The Duko of Westininatur puts into a 
concise form the arguments iu favour of 
reforming our funeral observances. \ 
good work ia being dono by tlie Church of 
England Funeral Reform Society which 
"aims at giving pruininunco to tho Chrii'- 
tian idea of death as a transition from one 
state of existence to H higher." It is too 
much to insist that tho ])opular idea of 
what a funeral should bo is wholly wrong, 
and aometiinoa borders on impietyl The 
epitaph on a tumbstono almost invariably 
recites the fact that tho dead person has 
gone to a happier world. Mourners are 
biddon to take comfort in this thought. 
They are constantly reminded that we 
brought nothing into this world ;uid can 
take nothing with us when we leave it. 
Yet in spite of all this wholesome teach- 
ing, continually enforced and repeated by 
the lips of thousands who assent to it 
with apparent., fervour, conventional 
theory as to funeral display still holds 
sway over the majority of Christians. 
They aooin determined that if tho dead 
can tako nothing with them, they shall at 
least be followed as far as tho grove by all 
the pomp that the fuhda of the bereaved 
relatives will permit. The worst of it ia 
that tho oxpoiidituro ia often out of all 
propiortiou to tho meana of those who are 
responsible for it. Costly crap'e is deem..,! 
necessary to give outward and visiblL; tea- 
mony to tho grief which harrows the soul. 
Is thoro any hope that in time people will 
learn the futility of these trappings and 
suits of woiW Then, in many parts of the 
country a funeral is incomplete without a 
foa.^t. Tile ineurners must drown their 
sorrows in the tlowing bowl at the e.xtjoiiHo 
of aomoone who can ill afford it. Tears 
and tippling, grief and gorging, death and 
dinner, aro ini.xed up together with gliast- 
ly incongruity. When the common. 
aenso of the people can bo stirred against 
all this folly, it will bo a truly great re- 
form. — Exchange. 

T%viii liloiidi's. 

At a trial in Augusta, Me., the other day, 
before Judge Wliitehou.se, the case being a 
family quarrel between disgruntod heirs, 
among the witnesses for the defence was a 
pair of twins. They woro not ordinary 
twina. They bad hair of the brightest au- 
liuru, eyelida the color of flax, pink auil 
white coiujilexiiins, and dresses exactly alike, 
oven to the most imi)ortant bow.

As her counterfeit prosentmeut quietly took 
the stand Ihcrc was a hush in tho court- 
joom. 

Judge, jury, lawyers and apeotators sat 
transfixed, and gazed lirst at the witness in 
the box and then at the jdace where her 
sister had taken her seat. They ci-)uld 
hardly bflliove their eyes; it seemed as if the 
IrtHt witness had returned to tho box with- 
out being recalled. The lav,yer conducting 
tho croBS-oxnmiuation put the usual ques- 
tions; tho name and residence were, to all 
appearances, the same as iu the case of her 
double, just on the stand, and the voice 
precisely the same in tone aud inflection. 
Tho jury looked at each other, and aoomed 
ready tu match coppers as to whether they 
were awake or not. Then the lawyer asked 
the witness if she had been on the stand 
before during tho trial, and reci.ived a (juiet 
answer in the negative. This satislied llie 
court, although, if her twin sister had not 
sat iu plain view at the other end of the 
courtroom, it is by no means certain that 
she would not have been iudictud for per- 
jury.

Any kind of fodder plants can bo i)re- 
served in a silo, but wh.-it is to ccjine out 
of it will de])end very much on what is 
put into it. This much may bo consid- 
ered certain, that no moro food can ciuuo 
out of 11 .lilo than is put int{) it. When 
tho life vogetatioii onda there ia an end to 
tho incrcaao of food in it, and all changes 
thereafter occurring tond to diminish 
rather than to increase the sum total of 
food constituents it contains.' Ohanges 
may occur, as by cooking or fermenting, 
by which aomo portions of the food may 
become availablo that would not be avail- 
able without such change, but any abso- 
lute iucreaao of food ia impossible. If 



poor food is put in, it will bo poor food 
when it comes out. It should be borno 
in mind that tho great value of a silo con- 
aiats in preserving food, not in increasiug 
it, and that whoever expects to Cake out 
of a silo moro thau,' he puts in,' will be 
expecting an impossibility. — National Live 
Stock Journal, 



A IIORKIJBL,E SCENE. 

rii^Iitriil niiililatioii of 'I'lirce 
IIiiiKlred Asiaiii- I'lisuiiers. 

Arminius Vambory, an Hungarian 
traveller, lu a new work on his adventures 
in Central Asia, thus describes the hor- 
rible punishment awarded to 800 prison- 
ers of a Turkoman tribe at war with tho 
Kham; — "There was 300 Tohaudor (a 
Turkoman tribe) priauners of war in tho 
third courtyard, and it was in reference to 
those that Yassaul had received tho 
Kham'a orders. These unfortunate peo- 
ple were all covered with rags, and 
looked, owing to thoir fear of death and 
tho starving th(!y had to undergo for days 
piist, like dead men risen from their 
graves. Thoy wore already divided into 
two groups, those under 40 years of ago, 
who were tit to be sold as slaves or to bo 
made a present of, and thoso who owing 
to their poaitiona or advanced age looked 
uiion as aksakls (gray beards or chief tains), 
and were subject to the punisbinenta 
meted out by the Khain. Tlieae of the 
first class were led away by thoir escorts, 
in bauds of fifteen tied to each other by 
iron bars. Tho second group were an- 
ticipatini; with patient resignation, like 
sheep taken to tho slaughter house, the 
horrible fate in store for them. Part of 
them were sent to block or to tliegallow.s; 
eight of them, of an advanced age, lay 
down on their backs at a hint from thu 
executioner. In this situation their hands 
and feet were tied, and he kneeling on 
their cheats, and stabbing with ;i sharp 
knife the eyes of each of theui, in turn 
deprived them of their eyesight. After 
he had accompliahed his cruel task, he 
wiped his bloody knife on the grey beard 
of his viutima. It was a dreadful sight to 
see these miserable people, after tho f ot- 
ters had been removed from their hand p 
and feet in their groping. Some knocked 
their heads against one another, olbora 
sank to tho ground again from sheer o.x- 
haustion, moaning and beating the ground 
with their feet in their agony. I shall 
think with horror of this scene as long as 
I live."

Thoro eatorod one day the cluircLi of 
a cortiiiu ob.scuro convent in Madrid, 
tho nami3 of which tradition lias not 
prosoi'vod for us, I'utor raul Kubous, 
tho »ti3at Flomiyli muster, uccompau- 
iod uy a few of his chosua pupils. 

It was tho habit tho muster had, 
this of outoring tho various churchus 
ho passed on liis way throiinrh tho 
streets of tho Spauish capital.

"Look — Look there!" said the au- 
thor of tho "Uosceiit from the Cross," 
and pointed to the canvas. 

It represented tho death of a monk. 

The monk was young, and his face 
had a beauty which neitiier long pou- 
atico, nor fasting, nor tho tliroos of 
death had succooded in obscuring. Hu

• And in drawing, in coloring, in com- 
position, the picture attested tho baud 
of a sroDius. 

"Who can have painted this magnili- 
oent work, master?" came in a cliorus 
from tho master's pupils. 

"There has evidently been a signa- 
ture in this corner," said Rubons; "but 
it has been erased, and quite lately, I 
should judge. The picture is not more 
than thirty years old, I think, nor less 
than twenty. As to the author, jucig- 
ing from the merit of ilio work, ho 
might bo Velasipiez, 111 bora, or that 
young genius, Murillo, of whom 1 am 
so much enamored. But Veiasquoz 
does not conceive things in this way; 
nor is tho coloring or composition in 
Zurbarau's manner. Murillo is more 
tender, and Kihora has a more sombre 
style; besides the work does not belong 
to the school of either. 

"No, 1 do not kirow the author. 1 am 
sure; and I should be willing to allirm 
that I have never before seen any of 
his work. I go still f;irther. I do not 
believe the artist, unknown and per- 
haps no longer living, who has given 
tho world tliis wonderiul legacy, ever 
belonged to any school, or ever paint- 
ed anything but this one picture, or 
ever could Have painted another which 
would have approached it in point of 
merit This is a work of inspiration, a 
personal uiVair, a relle.x of the soul, a 
piece out of a man's life. But wh.at a 
conception! Do you want to know 
who painted this picture? AVoU, that 
dead monk there!" 

•••Master, you are joking." 
"No, no, I kno%v what 1 say. To 
^oiu certain monastic orders, you know, 
18 to die, to all intents and purposes — 
to die to tho world." 

"Ah, you think " 

"I think tho woman stretched on 
that bier there was the soul and life of 
that monk, that when she died it was 
his death, too; that he did die in point 
of fact, to tho world, from that mo- 
ment. I boliove this work represijuts 
this spiritual dying to llio world of its 
author rather than liis physical death. 
Accordingly, he may still be living to- 
day, as in thirty years' timo thu traces 
of many a tragic episode have a chance 
to become effaced, 1 should not wonder 
at all if ho wero a very fat and jolly 
old gentlomaii. Wo must certainly 
look him up, and, above all, lind out if 
he ever painted anytliiiig else."

"Your memory is poor, father!" 
cried Rubens, with an indignant tone 
of irony he did not try to suppress. 

The prior turned from him without 
answer, and knelt down as before. 

"Father, 1 am here iu tho name of 
the king," said Rubens haughtily. 
The pampered pot of royalty was lit- 
tle accustomed to this sort of treat- 
ment 

The monk slowly raised his head, 
"What more do you wish, my son?" 
"I wish to buy that picture." 
"It cannot bo sold, my sou." 
"Then toll mo, at least, where tho 
author may be fouml. Tho king will 
want to know him, and 1 must congrat- 
ulate him, tell him my admiration " 

"All that cannot be. The autlior is 
no longer of this world." 

"Not dead, father — not dead! And 
no one know him — his uauie has been 
forgotten!

And with a last look at the wonder- 
ful canvas he left the churoh and re- 
paired to the palace, where ho was to 
dine with tho king and (jueen. 

ThrB(! days later Rubens, alone and 
unattended, made his w.av back to tho 
modest chapel, once more to see tho 
wonderful picture and to speak to the 
artist 

But the painting no longer hung in 
its place. 

In tho n.ave of the chapel stood a 
bior, and around it knelt all the mem- 
bers of the community, chanting tho 
lllci! of tho dead. 

The master approached. On the bier 
lay the prior. 

"He was a great painter," said Ru- 
Ixuis, aftiir a long pause, lillod by many 
mixed emotions. "Now is the lime 
whon he looks most lik(! his work."
